POLICY COMMITTEE

t has been suggested to me that the 
I membership of the Chicago Dental 
Society would welcome some infor- 
mation regarding the policies governing 
the conduct of the Society’s day-by-day 
operation, as these policies now stand. 
This we shall attempt to do in this and 
succeeding issues of the ForTNIGHTLY 
Review until all have been covered. 

As you perhaps know, last spring a 
committee consisting of Dr. Elmer Ebert, 
Chairman, Dr. Edwin W. Baumann and 
Dr. James H. Keith, was appointed by 
the Board of Directors of the Society to 
review these policies, recommend any 
changes they felt to be necessary, and 
put the policies into written form in 
clear, easily understood language. This 
was done in accordance with the Board’s 
directive and duly passed. 

Pertaining to the Board of Directors 
is the policy concerning committee ap- 
pointments made by Board members 
each year. They will now be made on 
this basis: The Central Office will in- 
form the Directors of the vacancies on 
the various committees to be filled from 
each branch. Each director will contact 
those whom he wishes to appoint, ascer- 
tain their definite willingness to serve, 
and furnish the Society office with a list 
of these appointments. These are then 
reviewed and approved by the entire 
Board. These lists will then be published 
in the FortnicHtLy Review. 


The policy regarding the appearance 
of any member of the Chicago Dental 
Society on any regularly scheduled or 
scheduled-in-advance radio or television 
show where a script will be used, states 
that the script must first be approved 
and passed by the Society. This does not 
apply to “off the cuff” programs such as 
Jack Eigen, Marty Faye, and Tony 
Weitzel, or others of a straight “inter- 
view” nature. 

Another policy states that the Chicago 
Dental Society will not undertake to have 
a dentist’s assistant relieved of jury duty. 
It is felt that the dentist’s privilege of 
immunity from jury duty is sufficient. 

It shall also be the policy of the 
Chicago Dental Society that no official 
business be discussed with the Society’s 
attorneys without first clearing with the 
Central office of the Society. 

Any member of the Society wishing to 
make outside contacts in behalf of the 
Society shall make these contacts through 
the committee of the Society pertaining 
to the activity involved, not on his own. 

The individual Branches of the Society 
shall not enter into any arrangements 
with insurance companies to set up 
Branch Group Insurance Plans of their 
own. 

Relative to the procurement of dental 
assistants, it shall not be the policy of the 
Chicago Dental Society to undertake to

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LETTER 


To Component Society Secretaries 
and Executive Secretaries 


September 16, 1958 
Dear Doctor: 


Federal legislative matters of vital in- 
terest to the dental profession continue 
to increase in number with each new 
Congress. The recently concluded 85th 
Congress considered more matters con- 


cerning dentistry than any previous Con- | 


gress. It can be expected that this trend 
will continue and that the effects of fed- 
eral legislative activity will be felt in- 
creasingly by dental organizations as well 
as by dentists in their everyday practices. 

Because of the far reaching effects that 
federal legislation can have on dental 
health and the dental profession, it is 
necessary for dentists to be concerned not 
only with the issues before Congress but 
also with the candidates who will decide 
those issues. 

The dentist as a professional man has 
the obligation to be a leading citizen of 
his community, particularly in matters of 
health. As a citizen with special com- 
petence in health matters, the dentist has 
an obligation to inform congressional 
candidates of the profession’s interests 
and views and to work in behalf of the 
candidates of his choice. 

Additionally, it is suggested that dental 
societies take steps to familiarize candi- 
dates for the United States Senate and 
House of Representatives with the pro- 
fession’s interest in legislative matters of 
particular dental interest. These matters 
might include: 


(1) Support for the Jenkins-Keogh 
plan for encouraging retirement pro- 
grams for the self-employed (which 
was overwhelmingly approved by the 
House in the last Congress) . 


(2) The need for continuing adequate 
appropriations for the dental research 
program administered by the National 
Institutes of Health. 

(3) The need for grants-in-aid funds 
_to assist in construction of dental 
_ school facilities. 

(4) The inadequacies of the existing 
Medicare program for dependents of 
military personnel and the interest of 
the dental profession in assuring that 
any future dental care program for 
such dependents conforms with Asso- 
ciation policies. 

(5) The dental profession’s convic- 

tion that private resources can cope 

with whatever inadequacies exist in the 
availability of personal health care. 


The Council also suggests that the 
component societies commend incumbent 
members of the House of Representatives 
for their support of appropriations for 
dental research, including funds for con- 
struction of the National Dental Re- 
search Building, and of the Jenkins- 
Keogh retirement savings bill. Virtually 
all members of the House supported and 
voted for these two important measures. 
Incumbent members of the Senate might 
also be commended for their support of 
appropriations for dental research and 
the National Dental Research Building. 

The Council on Legislation deeply 
appreciates the excellent support it has 
received from component societies in 
connection with major dental legislation.

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Let Us Say Thank You to Our Public Servants 


Elsewhere in this issue appears a letter from Dr. J. C. Earnest, Chairman 
of the Council on Legislation of the American Dental Association, in which he 
summarizes the accomplishments of the 85th Congress. Be sure to read it for it 
shows how the last Congress dealt with more legislation that affects dentistry 
directly than any other Congress in history. There is no need for the writer to 
go into more detail except to urge that you read this excellent letter and 
then act. 

It is the Editor’s thought that each of us take time out to write a letter of 
“thank you” to the Congressman in his district and to our Senators for the 
support of measures that will benefit the health and welfare of the public. 
I am sure it will be a welcome surprise and a very pleasant feeling for these 
men to get a pat on the back instead of a request for something, or a gripe. 
This same pattern could be carried out with our State Representatives and 
Senators for we are grateful to the majority of these men for their help. 

Secondly, it would be well for each of us to become acquainted with all the 
candidates who aspire to office in our district and bring to each the information 
about legislation that affects the health of the public. May I urge that we go 
beyond an interest only in those matters which affect our health professions 
and take a strong position of leadership in all civic affairs. We no longer can 
sit back and “let George do it” for we may wake up to find that what George 
has done is not what is best for our community. As the writer has said a number 
of times, “Get off the seat of your pants and assume your full responsibility 
for keeping our community and our country strong and free.” That can only be 
done by everyone exercising his right to make his wishes known through in- 
telligent use of the ballot. Health problems are no longer the concern of the 
health professions alone but are becoming the concern of an increasing number 
of organized groups as indicated by the ever larger number of bills being intro- 
duced in the legislature. 

Walter L. Oblinger, Associate Counsel for the Illinois Medical Society, in his 
Springfield News Letter to the members of the Society, had this to say: 

“The future of medicine will be decided by our elected representatives in 
Congress and in state legislatures. Doctors generally fail to realize this. At the 
state level our General Assembly has power over such things as licensure, 
osteopaths, and chiropractors, and the scope of practice of each; taxes of all 
kinds including a possible privilege tax on service and occupations (M.D.’s) ; 
insurance laws affecting medical, health and accident policies; control of hos- 
pitals through imposition of standards of all kinds; social welfare legislation 
imposing control over all segments of medical practice through control of 
public grants for such things as care of the indigent, polio vaccine, etc. ; corporate 
practice of medicine; anti-trust legislation; physical and mental rehabilitation 
programs; IPAC, Health and Welfare Department appropriations.” 

Although dentistry was not mentioned it is equally subject to the controls 
and affected by the action of the legislative bodies of the state and the national 
Congress. May we urge you, as members of a leading health profession, to 
write those letters of “thank you” and after that is done, set out to acquaint 
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yourself personally with the men who aspire to public office so that you can 
keep them informed about the problems that confront the health profession. 
Only an informed electorate can elect dedicated-and worthy candidates to 
public office who will serve all of us. This is in no way an appeal to partisan _ 
politics but an appeal to each one of us as citizens of this great country of ours 
to exercise our God-given right to vote as we please for whom we please, an 
important part of our American heritage.

locate and furnish dental assistants or 
other office personnel for the members. 

The policy regarding meetings states 
that all Branch meetings and all com- 
mittee meetings of the Chicago Dental 
Society shall be first cleared as to time, 
place and date with the Central Office. 
All official meetings, committee meetings 
and others, shall give ten days’ notice of 
their calling unless a dire emergency ex- 
ists.
